u subject of rebounding Ineks, and oblique action plungers. I would 
d respectfully submit that he Is entirely wrong. With regard to 
It rebounding locks I a-lll say-and I think most sportsmen will 
e agree with me—that on the one all-iniportunt subject of safety 
h alone, they are one of the greatest inventions In gunnery of the 
lI Blfe* 

B I am firmly coiivinceiUhat If all the sporting guns that have 
•- been made and used since the Introduction of the percussion can 
J had been made with rebounding locks, there would be manv men 
e now living who have lost their lives through accidents that have 
e happened purely from want of some such arrangement on the 
gun. I am willing to admit that the rebounding lock may have 
^ in many instances, been the cause of mls.sfires, but It will be 
found ou examination that either the lock or strikers are faultily 
® constructed, or that the cap'has not been properly irut on the 
. cartridge. The English “joint patent” rebounding lock, as it Is 

• called,when not very carefully filed and fitted, and as it Is usually 
1 found on the “cheap Amerlcwn and English trade shama ” as 
- Recapper" has so ofleu aud so truly termed them, no doubt 
, often Is the cause of missfires; but it Is in these cases that the 
_ maker and filer are to be coiidemiied, and not the priuelple on 

which the cheap lock may he conatructed. There are other re- 
Imundlng locks besides the English one, with the principles of 

* which I am very well acquainted, and though I am not In general 
■ Inclined to de|)reeinte anything built in the "mother country ” I 

am forced to eoiife6.s that, in my estimation, the English Io<*'k_ 

the relHiundliig lock, I mcan-ls hullt with the least regard to ita 
proper mechaiileal requirements of any now made. The rebound¬ 
ing lock made hy Nichols Lefever Is a very good one hut as is 
only too often the case with guns and breech actions, there is too 
much of It, though I am told they wear and work well. The heat 
and alraplest rehoumlinglock is made hy Clark & Soelder, of Bal¬ 
timore III their imk, as In the Nichols Jz Lefever, the main 
spring has nothing to do with causing Hie relaiuinl. It is the 
sear spring that doe.s the work, hut the swivel In the Clark A 
Siiclder ha-k Is not a sliding swivel, and l.s not subjected to os 
much wear and tear liecause of Its less amount of motion.

I presume from 
the tone of his note, that he uses anil Is an udniirer of the Par¬ 
ker gun. 'That gun, I know. Is made with direct action strikers, 
and generally they are used with the metal cartridge. As all 
know, most of these cartridges arc made with a cone or iilpole, 
similar to tliosi' In use on niiiz/le-hmders. The head of the cap 
8 fully filled up, and even thniigh the striker should fall to deliver 
Ita blow directly on the l eiitre of the cap, it would explode. With 
the paper shells It Is not the case.

The day la fair, but for eeveral reaaoiia the Speedwell caiiiiut 
go to aea, and although the laboratory la a very attractive place, 
when the steamer Ilea In, on account of the number of speci¬ 
mens to he worked up, yet Ooiumaiider Beanlalee has whispered, 
“This la a good day to try forTautog; the wind Is light, and there 
la just sea enough on to move your halt; will yougol" and the 
attractlona of the laboratory were dimmed by those of the rocks, 
the aurf and the fresh air, which were a certain three out of a jioasi- 
hle four, counting the prospective tautog, and ao we went. 

Now, before recording our mighty exploits, or describing the 
tackle, bait, and all tha reijulaites for the capture of the caureri- 
wnu tautog, It has occurred to me that many of our Inland 
friends might not know whether It was llsh, flesh, or fowl, except 
fur the fact that It la mentioned above, that It la caught In the 
see with bait, and, further, that its favorite food la cancer, or, as 
the astronomical fellow who wears the open-worked front In Dr. 
Aloes'Almanac, calls It; “cancer tbe crab,’’and tells you that 
when the “slgii" la here that you must neither wean your colts, 
tliresh your pumpkins, nor plant your saw-logs. 

But In New York, and on the coast hcluw, it la not known by 
this name, but Is there called a “black-flsh,’’ but all places above 
this retain tbe old Indian name, Narragansett, I think, of tautog, 
and pronounce il with the accent on the last syllable, like t'tog 
and science has retained this for the generic name and calls It 
tantoga unitie. They arc caught from eight to eighteen Inches In 
length, weighing from three quarters of a pound to four or flve 
pounils, and are a heavy-bodied Hsh with a low dorsal flu run¬ 
ning nearly the length of the back, and containing seventeen 
blunt spines, and ten soft ones, the latter portion of the fln being 
higher aud rounded; the tall Is thick and heavy, with a short 
rounded caudal fln. In fact all the fliis are rounded, and the pecto¬ 
rals are broad aud short. The anal has three spinous, aud eight 
soft rays. 

A large head and opercle, fleshy lips, that give a pouting expres¬ 
sion, and stout conical teeth, partly hidden by the slightly pro¬ 
jecting upper Jaw, aud, hut for a moderately sized bright eye, is 
a dull, clumsy-looklng Hsh. There Is a great dllTerence in color, 
at dllTcrent localities or seasons, hut Ills uauslly black, or bluish 
black on tbe upper portion, and the lips, opercle aud abdomen arc 
a dirty white splashed or sprinkled with black.

They are fished for with hand lines, altogether, at this place, 
hut In some others, are occasionally angled for with rod and reel. 
We used a “cod-line’’ and a half pound sinker with the hook 
fasteoeil eight Inches below It, through a hole in the lower end. 

A good rule, when you visit a new locality. Is always to he 
ignorant of everything; your friends then take great delight In 
showing you how they manage, and you may get a new wrinkle, 
but If you “kuow all about It,” they are apt to keep still and 
watch you. 8o 1 watched Commander Beardslee, aud saw him 
tie on both book and sinker with an end left six Inches lung. 
This he “laid” around the standing part, sailor fashion, to keep 
It, as he said, from being too Iliiiher, and doubling up mid foul¬ 
ing. This was a new wrinkle to me, and it reminds me that I 
once gotSetli Green to give me a lesson In fly casting, by taking 
huld of a rod as If I had never seen one before, In fact you can 
always learn more by playing scholar than teacher. 

Here the individual known to readers of the Ciiicauo Field as 
“Our Jim,” who has been looking over my shoulder, sahl: “What 
a give-away I” I started and Inquired; “What’s that, Jlm(” 
“Oh, you've went an' give yourself dead away, and you can’t 
play that for a cent again.” I answered: “You should say have 
given, James, It would be more grammatical, but what is 'de.id 
away!’ 1 do not remember to have met the phrase before." But 
his attention was fixed upon a crab that had hold of bi< Anger, 
and I had no time to further question him. It la euriuua how 
and where he bears auch expressions. But return we to our tau¬ 
tog. 

The ll.ies and a kettle of crabs from the size of a quarter up to 
that of a dollar comprised our entire outflt, aud on reaching tbe 
rocks the line Is neatly coiled at the flsher’s foot while he swings 
the heavy sinker, perpendicularly at first, with as much Hue as 
will clear tbe ground, then letting out more and more and bring¬ 
ing It sideways over Ills heail at an Increasing rate. It Is let go aa 
It begins to rise ami tbe farthest limit thus obtained. 

The line is slowly drawn lu, unless tbe surf is strong enough 
to move the sinker. In which case the alack Is merely recovered, 
until cither a bite Is felt or the line la all in. If tbe latter, It la 
sure that the crab la gone, hut when or how is a mystery. 

When a tautog bites It Is not so savage as some other fish in 
proportion to Its size, and for game does not compare with the 
blueflsh, klugflsh, striped bass, or other favorite Hsbes, but he 
must he brought In pretty lively or his habit of diving under rocks 
may foul the sinker or lose the fish. There is an old rltyiiie to be 
found lu most all Ashing hooks which says: 

"Whan chestnut leaves are aa big as Ihamb-nall. 

Then bite blackfleh wltbont fall; 

Bat when cheetnol leaves are long aa a span, 

Then catch blackflah If you can.'’ 

And tills has as much sense os many other old rhymes; certainly 
chestnut leaves have been “long as a span” fur some time, and 
tile blaekOsh have bitten here all Summer, and no sign of leaving 
off before frost. 

The tautog Is said to hiberuate In winter under rocks, and that 
a film grows over the mouth and vent, how this may be f know 
not, but have received them alive In Winter from Mr. Blackford’s 
cars In Fulton market, that were not so, although the habit of 
lying under rocks or even under a big turtle le common lo it, and 
Is rather annoying In au aquarium as It causes visitors to report, 
“One of your fish la dying over there,” and the tautog tank Is 
Indicated, and truly when lying upon Its side under a rock there 
la an expression of helplessness In the face of a tautog with It; 
great fleshy Ups and round looking mouth, like that of a sucking 
pig, that strikes upon one's sympathy, and the blunt, scattering 
teeth add much to the dying pig-llke appearance. 

Although the day waa good the flsh did not bite well, conse¬ 
quently our string was not a large one, but the big strings of 
cunners that we aaw on tbe road borne showed bow easy It might 
have been to have made a larger show not only In numbers but 
In pounds also, If we bad paid our attention to this common little 
flsh. Never having Ashed for cunners we propose to try It some 
day and If so, you will bear all about It; altbougb It seems like 
inytblug but sport, it may do lo pass an afternoon at It tor tbe 
sake of tbe sea-breeze, tbe surf, tbe gulls, aud otber accessories. 
But It there Is not a great deal of wbat Is known as sport In ten- 
tog flsblug there seemi lees In that of hit little brother, tbe cun- 
ner, still there It often enjoyment, and aometlme* fnn where 
there U no “sport.” F, M. 


Mow to Hake an Ainsworth Spawning Race. 

As tbe time for trout spawning Is approaching we propose to 
give a few plain directions how Ui take tlm spawn In different 
manners, and how to take care uf It after It is obtained. 

The Ainsworth Race Is a very good thing lo put In a stream 
where there are wild trout which one does not care to catch, or 
where a man has a few trout whose spawning Is Irregular or far 
apart, and who cannot attend to It every day. This system has 
the advantage of the least labor, care or judgment, and the dis¬ 
advantage of a great iiiimher of uiiimpregnated eggs. It is sim¬ 
ply a nest where the trout de|>oslt eggs natiirally,{hut,l8 so ar¬ 
ranged that they can lie easily gathered and cared for, and con¬ 
sists of a lower screen of line wire that will retain the eggs, and 
covered by a coarser one an Inch above that allows tlicm to pass, 
and on this Is placed large gravel In which the flsh make their 
nests. This arrangement must he covered with loose boards 
whose protection, combined with the clean gravel below, will at¬ 
tract most of the trout In the stream. If placed rightly, or so 
arranged that the trout cannot go above It. VVe have found a 
race four feet wide and aixteen feet long a very good form. 
Make the sides and luittoni of boards stiffened with battens, and 
sink It from a foot and a half to two feet deep, hut see that no 
flsh can get under II. Make the lower frames of strips ooe Inch 
thick by three wide, and let the frames be four feet square, fit¬ 
ting liHieety lu the race, cover these with wire cloth of eight wires 
to the Inch. Now make box-llke frames of Inch stuff six Inches 
wide, and two of these lo each holtoiii one, four feet by 
two, and cover with cloth of four wires to the Inch. 
This makes boxes six Inebes deep, whose wire bottoms will 
be, when In place, au Inch above the others. Tbe object 
of making two top boxes to cover the lower frame Is to have 
them easy to lift when loaded with gravel. ' Give the wire two 
or three coatings of gos-tar thinned wltb turpentine, but let It be 
thin so that It will dry In two days on tbe wire and In half a day 
on wood. Be particular In using this, which Is the best thing for 
batching troughs and all implements of the Usli culturlst, that 
It Is thin enough to dry well, for It is harmless when dry but 
deadly poison to both flsh and eggs If not, but il will tiever dry 
under water. 

Bore two holes in the end of each gravel box that a lifting Iron 
will lit, and let a blacksmith make the Irons of a half-inch rod 
four feet long bent in a ring-handle lu the middle and then 
spread like a capital A, with the lower ends turned lu one direc¬ 
tion about two Inches to fit the holes. With a pair ol these the 
boxes are lifted with dry hands, which Is very desirable In Winter. 
Get gravel from the size of a hen’s egg to that of a black walnut, 
not smaller, aud wash It well, aud when all Is In position cover 
the top wires just enough to hide them. The race should be 
about a foot above water and covered. By looking through the 
cracks you can tell when the trout Imve been at work by the 
gravel having been swept In spots down to the wire, and when In 
your judgment U le necessary to lift the screens, go down with a 
pair of rubber leggins, a rallk-pan, a little dust-pan, some wing 
feathers from goose or turkey, and au assistant. 

Remove the loose boards and with the hooka lift the two up¬ 
stream boxes and set them on top of the next pair, when the bot¬ 
tom screen will float up, and, as you stand in the water the eggs. 
If any, arc swept up with the feather hi the dust-iiun and put In¬ 
to the uillk-pan, which Is full of water. A toy dust-pan le best, 
as It will go Into the pan without exposing the eggs to the air. 
I, in all upeiatiimswith eggs, when transferring from one vessel to 
another, keep them under water by placing the spoon, tumbler, 
pan, or whatever they may he lu, under water before letting 
them out. An egg can fall any distance in water without Injury, 
hut should uot fall In air and strike the surface of tbe water. 
Ill taking eggs In this manner a great deal of dirt will accompany 
them, which must he all washed out by repeated pourings and 
leathering, which must be learned by experience. The novice 
will pour out many eggs at the first attempt, but will, il observ¬ 
ant, soon master the laws that govern bodies In currents of water 
aud the separation of those uf different specific, gravities. ' 

Togo Into these details would require much space, aa we only 
intend to touch upon the main points of truut-hreedliig, and 
those who wish more thorough liifurraation of the details are re¬ 
ferred to the volume of Mr. Livingston Stone, eutltJed “ Domes¬ 
ticated Trout,” us the best work on the subject timt has been 
published. 

Concerning the screens there are different opinions, some 
breeders have not made them work successfully, that is, have 
nut obtained more than ‘J.5 per cent, of Impregnated eggs, but we 
usually got from 6U to 70 per cent, and as it le evident that this 
depends on the dilution of the rallt It shows the necessity of hav¬ 
ing the top screen as near the bottom one as possible In order 
that the male fish can get close lo tlie eggs, and the current 
should nut he too strong. 


Tlic Plitgiie of Sharks. 

This year sharks have been more numerous than usual, and 
have been so destructive to nets, llahes, and. In one Instance, 
human life as to entitle 1878 lo the distinction of being known 
as the great shark year. To Uie Inland tiahermaii a shark Is a 
shark, but naturuUsU and coast fishermen know at least a dozen 
varieties without euuiiting some allied species which are some¬ 
time slncluded In the name. 

Ill giving the following extracts from papers It Is well to bear 
lo mind that the term “man-eater” In applied Indiscriminately by 
some lo every shark over seven or elglit feet long, iiu matter 
what Its formation or disposition may he, while on the coast of 
New Riiglaiid It Is confined to “Atwood’s shark,” called from 
Its jugged teeth Van-haruUun iihcowli, and which Is one of the 
“had” sharks. In one of our letters from Gloiirester we spoke 
of the savageiiess of the little sand shark that left the print of 
his teeth In the oaken talTrall, and here Is an Item from au East¬ 
ern paper which gives a similar liustance. It says: 

"The mau saisr sbarks are very thick atoog the New h'oglaud coast 
this Summer The Bnliernieu st Short Beach esuKht oue Ids net the 
other day. Us was nine feet long aud very ferocious. He bit a piece 
of Umber, four inches by two. In pieces, end wntiudud one of Gaptalu 
W Fstlerson's bauds. Ills big Jaws were furnished with formidable 
teeth. One six end ons balf feet long was killed after a hard fight by 
men In a boal off I’lum Beach, In Weslcott's Bay, on Monday, the 
ISth. Two man-eaters followed for some distance the other day’two 
flshsrmeo. who were out in a boal, near (•harles Island A flsbernian 
near the month of the IJousatonlc tbe other dty hooked s One striped 
bsss, but s big sbsrk grabbed It aud Imre It away, with the flsbing 
tackle.” 

Nearly all the family are very savage when caught, and will 
bite anything within reach, hut happily very few will attack a 
man In the water. Without the addition of the scientific names, 
at which many who do not understand them affect to sneer, and 
"don’t see the use.” It la Imposslhle to always tell just what 
fishes are meant, and In the following from the New Haven, 
Conn., Jouniof we presume that by "whltefleh” the menhadenl 
mosebunker, etc., is Intended. It tells ns: 

"As the large sslns of the East Haven Fishing Gompeny wss being 
drawn to shore veeterdey afternoon, and when the catch wee close In 
to the eand beech and tbe heads end tails of thonsands of whlteflsh 
consunlly appeared end dieeppeered, thickly fflllng the snrfase of 
the water In the net Incloanre. eo unaeuel and violent commotion told 
of the preeence of more sharks In the net. On Wednesday one mon¬ 
ster nun-eeler, 11 feet long, wu token, end on Tbnrsday, with B,000 
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wbita deb bruu^bt to Bbore, tbera were Qvu of tbe rapaclouH monetere 
captured, one 7 feel iu leiiglb, one H feel, aiid the reel einaller. The 
capture of tbeee bad whetted expectallone of eeetug mure, although 
tbe compauT are not at all anxioue for tbelr appearance, owlnt; to the 
danger of tbelr tearing and tbraebing tbe net to plecee When the 
ebarka were lean jreeterday they had not become aware that they were 
prieouere, and were ruablna about gorging tbemeelvoe on tbe white- 
Bab at a great rate. It waau't long before they found out that there 
waa trouble in the camp, and they laahed the wblte-fleh-filli'd water 
with their taila andewam around in circlea, lathering the place with 
foam. Not to give tbe aharke too much leeway, Mr .Meacham atepped 
out among tbe thouaaode of atniggllug wbIleaBh. ax In hand, aud 
dealt two of tbe largeat abarka each a powerful blue, which aeemed to 
etun them a little. Then, wltha largo, heavy iron hook In baud, with a 
long rope attached reaching toabore, be watched hie chaucce, and at the 
right moment atreck the book into tbe neareat abark. aud the hook 
taking a atrong hold, tbe abark. with ten or a dozen aturdy men at the 
roiHi, aeon found blmaulf on the aand. The operation waa reiH-aled 
until Bve of the ugly, tbraahing Intrudera were making the aand fly on 
the beach, and anapping their raw teeth In moat aavage faahion. A 
bean-pole loaerted in tbe mouth of one of them wan held an if In a 
vice, and piecea of board were bitten In two The throe largeat aharke 
were meaaored with a foot-rule when lying compnratlvely iliiiel. The 
largeot waa 8 feet lone, the next 7 and the third ti feet. The other two 
were 8 or 4 feet long, but were active and aaury euough. Aa 
soon aa aome of the abarka found tbemaelvee oil land they dlacharged 
from tbelr capacloua iawa aabower of wbitedah. Due of the amaller 
abarka had bln bead bitten clean off In a trice when Inaerted iu tbe open 
iawa of tbe eight-footer. A number of yeara ago tbe flahlug comnaiiy'a 
aelnea brought 10 abarka to abore in oneaeaaou. and the catch tbU aea 
eon la the largeat eince then. Tbe uuuatial number of ebarka In the har¬ 
bor and along abore Ible aummer la partially accounted for by the hot 
weather and the ewarma of whiteflah flocking into feed it might be 

added that it hehovea tbe email hoy to cbooae bla bathing ground with 
aome ahow of dlacretlon iu view of tbe ehark family'a preference thia 
eeaaoo for the abore." 

It le such a rare thing for a shark to attack a man In our wa¬ 
ters that it would be Interesting to know the species that caused 
the death of Charley Gates, or Cates, as hie name is now said to 
be. Various theories are afloat about tropical "white sharks” 
(these are of the genus Uarcharodon, we think, but have not the 
authorities at hand), coming to our shores, hut they are only the¬ 
ories. 

Had we known of this accident within a few hours after it oc¬ 
curred we would have made some effort to capture the fish, but 
It was two days before the account got Into the dally papers, where 
we first saw it. Some parties fished for it then, but if it was one of 
the bay sharks that did the bitting it would be hard to prove it. 

Many sharks have been caught this season from the docks at 
New York, and a late Herald records the following, to which we 
venture to say that the description does not agree with the 
“shovel-noee” or sand-shark, Bugomphodan Ultaralu, at all, but is 
evidently either the “hammer-headed shark," Sphynta-iggitHa, or 
the "kidney-headed,” one which is sometimes called “shovel- 
headed," Reaicepi tiburo, both of which are extremely rare in the 
bay, aud are not plentiful on any part of the coast. The notice 
Is as follows: 

"A shark waa caught yesterday afternooD in tbe Bast River, off pier 
No. SS. It waa a mere baby ehark, aud belooge to tbe species uusclen- 
tlflcally known aa •ebovel-noae.’ A reporter Inspected It last night In 
tbe cellar of a liflnor store on South street, and fonnd it to be about 
four feet long from tip to tip. with a singular formation In front of the 
mouth. This was shaped like a shovel and about a foot wide, and on 
either extremity one of tbe creature's eyes was placed. Tbe general 
effect was not at all pleasant. The shark looked decidedly savage, aud 
the grimneas of Its appearance waa in no respect lessened by a large 
wonnd in tbe throat, from which part of a big Iron hook projected. 
Uia captors were Capt. Jack Sullivan and Jamee Chnrch. both em¬ 
ployed in Pnllon market. Snlllvan has earned a reputation ns a shark 
Saber. He told tbe reporter that three years ago he canght seven one 
very hot day; last year be only caught three, but be bad already caught 
flve this year. Three of these were ground sharks, one was a mere 
baby, one an 'angel' shark and the Bftb tbe ' shovel-nose.' Bessys 
thia la tbe flrat of the species that he ever knew to be seen In the river. 
Though amall tbe flab displayed snrpriaing strength, and. be said, gave 
him more trouble In landing than sny twelve-footer he ever cangbt," 

The “angel ehark” referred to hears various names as angel¬ 
fish, shark-ray, monk or monkey-fish, little bull-head shark, etc., 
the Squatina dumerili, and which Is of such a singular appear¬ 
ance that the one mentioned above by Sullivan was shown as a 
mermaid In New York. Blackford often gets them and bangs 
them up, where they attract much attention from the curious. 

Tbe name shark is as Indefinite ae that of "cat” when applied 
to the family including lions, tigers, leopards, etc., and In the 
Order Hquali, which Is Latin for shark. Is Included nine families, 
comprising sixteen genera, which includes seventeen species re¬ 
corded In Gill’s “Catalogue of the Fishes of the East Coast of 
North America."__ 

A Strange Salnionoid. 

In our Issue of Aug. 17 we reproduced an article from the 
Detroit Free Preet entitled “A fishing expedition down tbe Au 
Sable," In which the writer enumerates “pilot-fish" as among the 
fish fauna of that river, and In a foot-note we asked: "Will some 
of our Michigan friends please tell us what a ‘pilot-fish’ isf 
Or If they know of no other name for It. Give us a description 
of It, or, better yet, send us some!” In response to this the fol¬ 
lowing wae received: 

Dxtroit, Mich., Sept, Editor CMcago Alafd;—The pilot flab 
which yon ask shout may be known by other names in different locali¬ 
ties, bnt it ia tbe only name by which it eeema to be called in north- 
em Michigan. I take them in tbe An Sable often when flabing for gray¬ 
ling. and onr party consider them equal to tbe latter for tbe table. I 
regret my Inaulitty to send apeclmena at present, or to give yon a 
description that wonid satisfy an Icbtbyologlst, oat will give my recol¬ 
lection of Ite most aalleot points aa nearly aa I am able, hoping that 
others may also be Indnced to contribote tbelr knowledge and help 
Identify tbe flab. To begin with. I have never counted the fln rays but 
It has two dorsals, the second one composed of fat and like that ef the 
tront, grayling, etc. It differe from the grayling In not being eo slender 
from the middle backward, or in other words tbe flab ie not heavier 
forwards than it la behind. Tbe npper jaw projects more like that of a 
wbiteflsb tbao of aaocker which indicates a bottom feeder, and I have 
taken them on a ctddlaor honse-worm. In color sod in appearance it 
reeemblea onr lake herring, bnt whether tbe same or not I cannot say. 
It baa no teeth. Should I go up there this Fall I will send you some. 

Alsx. 

We were about to send this up to the printer without com¬ 
ment when we saw a letter in his own journal from Mr. Charles 
Hallock, the well known sporting authority, dated on the Au 
Sable Aug. 23, and directed to Professor Spencer F. Baird, Sec¬ 
retary of tbe Smithsoulan loetltution, etc., stating that It was 
accompanied by a specimen of the fish in question. Mr. Hallock 
describes the fish ae “apparently a hybrid between tbe grayling 
and sucker,” and further says; “To the fishermen on the Au 
Sable It Is known ss a ‘pllot-fleb,’ a name derived, so far as I can 
ascertain, from Its babit of preceding tbe wbiteflsb In their Fall 
and Spring arrivals at tbe mouth of this river, which empties Into 
Lake Huron.” He pictures It as resembHng the graying “in 
shape, color, fin arrangement, and many specific characteristics. 
It possesses, however, tbe mouth of a sucker, snd having no 
teeth, Is not predaceous.” The fin formula he gives us: D.13, 
A. 12, C. 20, P. 14, V. 10. 

Taking the more complete description of Mr. Hallock with that 
of our correspondent, we will not be surprised to learn that the 
“pilot-fish” belongs either to tbe genus Coregmiue or Argyroeomue. 
Hybrids, In a state of nature, we have no faith In, especially 
between animals of different/amffia.', tbat'ls, while members of 
tbe salmonldm may be crossed we do not think that one of tbe 
SBlmonldo! could be hybridized with a catastomold (sucker), nor 
with one of the esocidm (pike or pickerel), any more than you 
could cross a pig and a sheep, for there are as great structural 
differences to be assimilated with tbe fishes as with tbe quadru¬ 
ped! even U not so patent to the unprofessional eye. 


We rejoice that Mr. Hallock has sent a specimen to bead- 
quarters, where the esse will soon be settled,'and if Bro. H. lias 
been so fortunate as to have discovered a new species of saliiioiil- 
dm, we will offer him due congratulations, and welcome the new 
fish, .-1., li., or G., haltoeii, to our list, and make a pilgrimage to 
the Au Sable, and with Mr, D. H. FItxhugh and Len. Jewell, eat 
a score or two, not forgetting tbe lubricants Iu bis honor. Should 
the fish not prove a new one, he will be still credited with Its 
discovery In a new haldtat, which some naturalists prefer to the 
discovery of new species. 


Troiitlug III Nevatlu. 

A jolly party is recorded in the Virginia City CAronic/eas meet¬ 
ing by liivltatiOD of .Mr. Jolin Skae, president of the Sierra Neva¬ 
da Mining Company, and one of the principal owners of the Vir¬ 
ginia and Gold Hill Water-Works, at the large reservoir of the 
Water Company, about a mile west of the toll-house on the Ophir 
grade. “Brlug your flshiug rod along, aud we’ll have a little 
fry,” was the remark Mr. Skae made to every one whom he in¬ 
vited. From 10 o’clock In the morning until noon the Ophir road 
road was lined with spanking teams, all speeding toward tbe ren¬ 
dezvous. When tile ChroiUcU reporter reached tbe reservoir there 
were thirty or forty anglers standing around the shore, each with 
bla rod In hand, and every minute or two a gltsteoing trout would 
be seen flying througli the air and landing on the grassy bank. (I) 
One of the buildings close by had been lilted up as a temporary 
dining-room and kitcheu, and as fast as the fish were caught they 
were carried Into the kitchen, fried to a beautiful brown and 
placed hot upon the table. Mr. Chadwick, the jolly host of the 
International, was superintending the cuisine. His best cook 
fried the fish, and two or three of bis most active waiters were 
kept busy transferring them to the table, whence they were 
quickly trausferred to’the Interior of the hungry guests. 

But we cannot reproduce all the speeches, which the popping 
of the champagne corks prevented the reporters from getting ac¬ 
curately, and so will proceed to this trouttng extraordinary, 
which is Chronicled as follows: “ In none of the natural lakes or 
water courses of the state are trout so plentiful or so game aa 
those In the company’s reservoir. They are New Hampshire 
brook trout, varying from seven to nine inches In length, and very 
handsome, their shies being sprinkled with blood-red spots about 
the size of a pin-head. The fish bit ravenously, and about three 
or four hundred were caught lu the. course of an hour or two. 
Frank Osblston caught nearly a hundred, aud after him came 
Messrs. Lindsay, Schultz, Canavan and Lammuii. Some used 
bait and others artificial flies, the baited hooks generally doing 
most execution. The favorite spot was at the north side, at the 
point where the water pours into the reseiwoir. Here the trout 
swarmed in such great numbers tbst when a gentleman from 
Madagascar remarked, “ Be the hokey, the wather is stiff wid 
’em 1” it was not regarded as at all hyperbolical. About 15.000 
fish were placed In the reservoir originally, and It Is quite likely 
that the number has since been greatly Increased.” 

A Fisliiiig Trip. 

Paumunu, Miss. 

I have just returned from a fishing trip to Tallabatta, some sev¬ 
enteen miles below here. There were four in the party besides 
the cooks and teamsters. We arrived at the camping ground 
Monday night—In lime for supper, of course. We arranged 
everything in camp, and after supper lighted our pipes and rigged 
our tackle for an early start in the morning. After tbe usual so¬ 
cial pipe and glass and swapping of fish stories, we turned In to 
dream of monster bass (called trout here), overgrown goggle- 
eyes, die. An early breakfast was despatched, snd we all sallied 
forth to try our luck. Placing a tap-water minnow on my hook 
I cast it where we thought ail elghbpounder was loaiiog around 
watting for something to “ turn up,” but be must have gone into 
a convenient saloon for his morning dram, for I fail^ to get 
him. Another cast, a little further down stream, rewarded 
me in tbe shape of a one aud a half pound bass. He was heavy 
enough to break the Ice, and the “ ball opened” upon his arrival. 
In less than an hour we added eight very fine trout and six gog¬ 
gle eyes to our string, when we adjourned. Returning to camp, 
we carefully put away our tackle, and, taking our guns from 
their cases, started forth In quest of squirrels, and by tbe time 
old Sol made us tblnk it was time to return to camp we bad 
bagged 33, which we turned over to Jim, the cook. We soon 
had a dinner that was gotten up In a style worthy of Delmonico’s 
—to us. After dinner we made ourselves as comfortable as pos¬ 
sible considering the heat, and patiently waited until sundown 
to try the bsss again. Our efforts were successful, and we re¬ 
tired from the scene satisfied and tired. Tbe next morning we 
tried the fish awhile, then packed up camp and came home, our 
leave of absence having run out. We were all pleased with our 
trip, and never once thought of Yellow Jack until we reached 
town, when we were sure of having it before morning.

The Carp.—W e extract the following letter from the Courier- 
Califomian: 

A good deal of interest has been excited In the state lately 
about pisciculture, aud efforts have been made to Introduce 
various fish from the East and other countries to the waters of 
our state. Tbe catfish has been successfully planted In the 
waters of Kern river, and the question Is now raised, “Could tbe 
carp be acclimated to our rivers?” As I have lived in Germany 
at a place where tbe culture of carp was practiced on an ex¬ 
tensive scale, fourteen years, perhaps my experience with them 
m^ help to solve the question. 

In the first place, then, the carp Is considered the finest table- 
fish In Germany, and no feast or banquet would be complete 
without It. It resembles tbe salmon-trout, so-called, of Kem 
river, very much, only Its scales are whiter, the body thicker and 
more symmetrical. Its mouth Is shaped almost like a sucker’s, 
snd is destitute of teeth; Its only food Is vegetable matter or 
meat chopped fine, and It never attacks or eats any kind of flsb, 
even tbe smallest. The flesh Is very white aud tender, and is 
hardly surpassed even by the mountain trout. The fish grows to 
be from two to two and a half feet long, and sometimes attains 
an age of over two hundred years. The carp Is so much esteemed 
in Germany that In almost every city snd village there arc ponds 
for raising them, and many citizens have private ponds besides. 
Tbe way I saw them raised is as follows: There were a half-dozen 
ponds of various sizes, tbe smallest containing perhaps five acres, 
and the largest not less than sixty. They were supplied with 
water by a brook, and a weir eo arranged ae to prevent the fish 
from escaping, carried away the superiluous water. The ponds 
were from four to twelve feet deep, with a muddy bottom. These 
ponds were stocked with a number of small flsb, from tito to six 
iuebes long, in proportion to their size—perhaps a gross or two 
to a pond of some ten acres. In the Spring they spawn, and after 
two years tbe water Is drawn off the pond and the fish caught. 
The original fish were then on an average perhaps one and a halt 
feet long, with a great number of smaller ones, of which last a 
number were again taken to re-stock the pond. The flttktaorease 
so rapidly that often a number of pikes were pat in with them to 
est up the smaUest. After being caught tbe fish were ettber sold 


on the spot or put In tanks and kept for future sale. They are 
never fed In the pond, which, according to iU size, Is fished out 
In two years, three years or one year. I have never heard'of any 
carp being In a wild state, except, I believe. In an English river. 
How they will bite at the fly I do not know, they being caught Iti 
no other way but in nets. Bnt from what I have seen of Ches¬ 
ter’s Lake I have no doubt but that there they would do well.

Catalpa Worms as Bait.— Corinth, Miss.—fditor Chicago 
FWd :—'^he last day of Summer, fierce In Its almost equatorial heat 
Is drawing to a close. How wo have sweltered through tbe long 
long days since tbe first of June. How we have tossed and vainly 
courted tbe drowsy god through the short hot nights, and the 
end Is not yet. But thank heaven, it cannot last much longer, 
and we look forward to the breezy days and the crisp air that 
will come to us In the second month of Autumn. 

It has been too hot for the fishermen to go a-flshing, excepts 
short time, a week or so ago, when a gentle rain cooled the air 
for a few days. Then some of the more ardent vootured out and 
took some fine bass, perch snd bream. But the hard-mouthed, 
vicious and voracious Grindle annoys the Tuacumbla fishermen In 
pursuit of game fish. He will bite at anything attached to a fish¬ 
hook, and if landed without breaking rod or line will chetrfully 
die with tbe happy consciousness of having blunted the hook. 

Somebody askod in a recent number of the Chicago Fibld “If 
catalpa worms were good bait for bass)” A friend at our elbow 
says “Yea.” “I was out last week,” he continues, “and noticed 
a great many flsb striking at something lu the river below me; 
going to the place, I found a large catalpa tree overhanging the 
water. The worms had stripped all the membraneous portion 
from nearly every leaf on the tree, snd the skeleton of the leaf 
loosened from Its connection with tbe stem, would drop Into the 
water, usually with a worm attached. -As soon as It would touch 
tbe water the fish would ‘go for It.’ Selecting a big fat worm I 
Impaled him and dropping him In with a ‘plump’ as If he had 
fallen from the tree, he waa gobbled up by a fine bream by tbe 
time he had touched the water. I stood right there and took 
twenty splendid bream, white perch and bass, and could have 
taken more had not the ‘wurrums’ given out.” Govon. 

A Dbugiitful Trip koh Health anu Knowledge. —In our 
Issue of June 1, under the head of “A Scientific Ramble,” we 
gave the prospectus of a pleasurable tramp in pursuit of natural 
history, health and scenery, under the direction of Butler Univers¬ 
ity, of Irvington, lad., with Instructions In field geology, zoology 
and botany by the eminent naturalist Prof. D. S. Jordan, and In a 
dally paper we notice their successful return as follows: “Two 
professors, twelve students In natural history and two ladles, from 
the Butler Univerelty, Indianapolis, and Mount Holyoke Semi¬ 
nary, Mass., have juet complete a remarkable pedestrian tour. 
They assembled at Cincinnati on the 20tb of June, and proceeded 
thence by rail to Somerset, Ky. From this point they set out on 
foot, each member carrying a light knapsack, and carrying only 
tbe most indispensable artlclee of clothing, and very few of those. 
From Somerset they crossed the Cumberland Mountains and 
walked to Careyville, distant about 100 miles, making on an aver¬ 
age about ten miles a day. They slept under shelter when they could 
find It convenient, but did not hesita'te to stretch themselves on 
cabin steps or piazzas, and even out on the mountain side when 
convenience or (un prompted them to do so. From Careyville 
they tramped by way of Williamsburg and Big Creek Gap to 
Knoxville, Tenn., thence via Mitchell's Point, Ceesar’s Head, Tul- 
luma Falls and Toccoa Falls to Toccoa City, 6a., a distance of 
S50 miles. One of the professors gave a lecture upon some branch 
of natural history every day. Some returned by sea and others 
by rail. The total distance walked waa 450 miles. They are all 
hardy and jolly looking, and all of them, even tbe ladies, speak 
of their experience as among tbe most enjoyable episodes of their 
lives.” _

Camping In Texas.

Recapper’s “articles” lately have so well pleased yonr bnmble 
servant, that he finds nothing to assail In them, nor any advice 
that Is obnoxious, and he has concluded to give an acccount of a 
nine days camp in Texas, In the pursuit of fish and game. 

Eagle Lake, which Is onr camp ground. Is situated on the line 
of tbe San Antonio railroad. I suppose the number of tiibabi- 
tsnta are about five hundred. We started from Houston, at 9:80 
In tbe morning, traveling by railroad, and arrived at the Lake 
Station, at two. We camped two miles from town, thirty feet 
from the lake. Our camp Is composed of three small tents, and 
one large, which wae exclusively for the ladles. But, no doubt, 
tbe reader ia curious to know who are we. Well, there are Juat 
twenty-seven of us. No doubt, you will exclaim, “A small colony I” 
But, Mr. Editor, it waa twenty-seven worn-out city people, who 
were etarviug for a week's recreation, and longed for the sight of 
a tent. The transportation of our baggage from the station to the 
lake was at last overcome, by hiring and leasing every wagon In 
town, as they were nut very plentiful. Five loads waa tbe extent 
of our baggage. The ladies were satisfied with an ambulance, 
and the men divided around on the wagons. It was my misfor 
tune to get on a Jersey wagon, fail of dishes and fishing poles. 
The roads were bad, and it waa first “up,” then “down.” ‘‘Good 
for our appetite,” suggested Mr. 0., who was undergoing the 
same “up end down.” 

Camp reached at last, was joyful news to two unfortunatee. 
And ere the aun set, every thing was prepared for the “first night 
In camp.” Oar first meal wae supper, partaken of under a large 
oak, and spread on tbe ground, with a lamp here and there, soou 
made us feel we were camping. As yet, we bad not tried tbe lake 
for fish, but tbe boats were put lu order, and the guns were 
uncovered, nor did the banters forget to see that the sorrel filly 
wae secured for an early start In the morning. We found tbe 
mosquitoes very bad; but they were succeaafully met with a bar. 
Morning finds me behind tbe sorrel filly. In company with Hr. 
A., to try our luck on summer chickens. We leave camp to the 
left and follow a road for about a mile, when our dog comes to a 
ntand. Results, two chickens. But not another chicken did we 
find that morning. And we soon got discouraged, and turned 
campward.

fore you the results of these experlnienU, and the conclusions to 
which they have leil me, respecting the powders formerly 
and the new Scliultxo (lowder, with a sample of which you have 
fslnce favored me. 

The main constituent of the Schultr.e gunpowder, as you are 
aware, is wood fibre, which, having first teen puria«d *» ‘be" 
subiected to the action of strong nitric acid (Intensified by mix 
ture with sulnhurlc add), and thus Is converted Into a kind of 
nttro-eellulobc or pyroxylin, the ortUuary form of which Is gu“-<:«‘- 
ton. The wood fibre undergoes no chauge.ln appearance by this 
treatment; but a change Ukes place In lU chemical composition, 
which may thus be exemplified:

Such are the compounds 
known as nhotograpblc collodion and soluble gun-cotton the 
latter name distinguishing it from pure gun-cottou, which Is not ^ 
soluble in a mixture of ether and alcohol. 

The Schultze powder contains both the explosive and the non- 
explosive varieties of oltro-cellulosB. , 

If the wood fibre, after being carefully purified according to , 
the method described In Schultze’s patent of 1864, were thorougly 
desiccated and allowed to cool out of contact with air, and then , 
dipped in acid of the strength mentioned In toe specification, 
there seems no theoretical reason why an explosive powder con¬ 
taining at least 90 per cent, of true trl-oltro-cellulose should not 
be produced. As, however, I find on experiment that nothing 
like that percentage is arrived at, I can only conclude that In or 
der to moderate the violence of toe c.xploslon, the Schultze com¬ 
pany secure the formation of a large percentage of or 

less explosive nltro-compounds by merely airdrying their wood. 

If this supposition be generally true. It seems probable that the 
sample of Schultze powder supplied by Messrs. Bltssett may t)we 
its extra explosive force to exceptional care being taken, during 
the Interval between the drying and the dipping, to prevent the 
absorption of iiiolsture-wlth the addition, perhaps, of an In¬ 
creased length of exposure to the action of the add. 

That some such variation of the ordinary procedure was car¬ 
ried out, seems evident from the different proportions of soluble 
and Insoluble gun-cotton in toe spedmeus of tehultxe powder 
supplied by Messrs. Bllsselt and Messrs. Bland; for It wm found 
that on the washed wood fibre from each being submitted to the 
action of a mixture of alcohol and ether, about one-half of toe 
former powder and two-thirds of the latter were dlswlved out. 
This shows that while the " Bllssett" specimen contain^ about 
one-half iU weight of Insoluble or explosive nltr^ellulose, the 
' “ Bland” conUlned only about one-third—a difference which 

I confirms the result obtained by analysis as stated below. 

The eolobl* gun-cotton, ordinarily non-explosive, may, however, 

' be rendered explosive by saturating It with bodies rich In oxygen, 

! which promote the decomposition and complete the combustion 
^ of the fibre. Nitre Is used for that purpose, because It parts with 
' Its oxygen readily; and nitrate of baryta is also used, because, 
being more stable than the nitre. It renders toe combustion more 
■ eradual than would be toe case If nitre were alone employed^ 

' When both are used, toe nitre, I should think, would start, and 
J the nitrate of baryta continue and finish the combustion of toe 
' powder. The amount used Is, I suppose, the result of ^culatlon 
I aiM experiment; hut a powder containing little true trl-nltr^cel- 
Tulose should require more of these salts than one wntalnlng 
much trl-nUro-cellulOBo; and an excess of the salts would 
* lower the rate of burning of the powder.

Tbe Glldergleeve Setters. 

Editor CHicaoo Fiklo;—T he Inquiry forwarded to me read¬ 
ing as follows; "Please give origin, color, general characteristics 
snd estimate of value In the field of the Glldersleeve setter," can¬ 
not readily he answered without giving In detail the history of 
this strain and the manner In which It was first brought to public 
notice by the writer. 

Two or three years since, In the course of a controverey In which 
1 was engaged, I was challenged to furnish the pedigree of a 
native setter which could show a perfect aud unbroken line of 
descent for five generations back; giving sire and dam, 
their sire and dam, etc., etc., without a gap. This I was 
eonfideut I coulcldo, having known that my friend and neighbor 
Dr. Twaddell hhd been using a strain of dogs which were descend¬ 
ed from a celebrated bitch owned by a Mr. Jonathan Glldersleeve 
of Canterbury, Del. Receiving the Doctor's assistance, as well 
as that of Mr. R. Abbott, of Philadelphia, and corresponding 
with Mr. Glldersleeve himself, I furnished the facts, published 
the history and pedigree of these dogs, by which they have been 
known. 

It Is of Importance to the readers of the Caiuaoo Field to note 
that Glldcrsleeve’s Tip, a famous bitch lo her time (thirty or 
thirty-five years ago) was the setter from which the present breed 
—if it can be correctly so called a breed —has descended. She Is 
described to the writer by Mr. Glldersleeve as having been a large, 
rougb-coated orange and white setter of great endurance and 
speed, her olfactory powers wonderful and liitelllgeuce unsur¬ 
passed In the neighborhood where she was raised and worked. 
Of her parentage Mr. Gllderslveeve knew nothing, merely stating 
to me lo his letter that be understood either her sire was black 
or black and tan In color.” As a field dog she was uosurpasaed, 
and eagerly sought for as an addition to a shooting party. 

Mr. Abbott, wbo furnished me with a great deal of matter rela¬ 
tive to her progeny, states that to his knowledge she was bred 
first to an orange and white setter known as the Carter dog, a 
famous animal from Fredireca, Maryland, whose pedigree is not 
given nor can be traced. A bitch from this union was given to 
a Mr. Bonwell, with the express direction that It should be 
spsyed; but, violating his promise, Mr. B. bred her when at a 
proper age to a setter dog, also orange and white, known as Capt. 
Sipples’ dog, pedigree likewise lost, but withal a superior animal 
In the field. A whelp of the litter became noted for bis working 
qualities, and was purchased by Mr. Gus. Benson of Philadelphia, 
who bred him to Dr. Twaddell’s Bess, whose sire was Rake, also 
out of the Bonwell bitch by a union with her son Benson's Bruce. 
Buster, now thirteen years old, was a son of Bruce out of Bess, 
and the sire of many good field doge. This branch starting from 
the Bonwell bitch and Bruce, la known as tbe Twaddell branch of 
the breed. Mr. Bonwell gave to a Mr. Massey, of Delaware, a bitch 
puppy from the litter sired by Capt. Sipples’ dog, which has-been 
known since as Massey’s Tip, wbo bred her to Mr. Harry Ga'zmcn’B 
Jim, a large liver-colored setter whose pedigree Is not given or 
known, yet noted In tbe field. Elmer's Nan came from this union, 
and although partaking tbe color of her sire, liver or liver and 
white, she whs famous for her good hunting qualities, and was 
bred to Brook’s Bismarck. And here I must state that I cannot 
conceive why the progeny of this Intercouse arc called Gllder¬ 
sleeve' setters, when they are as fully entitled to be termed 
Bismarcka. Abbott’s Tip was from this litter, and Mr. Abbott 
at once sought Buster as a stud dog, aud bis services furutsbed 
more of old Glldersleeve Tip’s blood to the latter, of which there 
are several now living. 

From this Massey’s Tip and Jim Utter, Mr. Massey gave to Mr. 
Fitzgerald, of .Camden, a bitch which was named Fashion. 
Fashion wss bred to Sport, a very handsome orange and white 
setter of no known pedigree belonging to Dan Wells of Philadel¬ 
phia, and Juno, the property of Mr. Campion, of Camden, N. J., 
was of the litter. Juno also wss bred to Buster, the whelps In 
this Instance also having more of old Tip In their veins. 

Thus It will be seen there are three branches of setters descend¬ 
ed from Glldersleeve’s old Tip (I must confess with oceans of 
other blood In their veins)—the Bonwell bitch, or Twaddell 
branch, the Massey Tip—Juno branch, and the Fitzgerald 
Fashion—Grub setter branch; Twoddell’s strain being the most 
noted and reliable, Mr, George Twaddell having In bis possession 
dogs sired by Buster out of Abbott’s Tip, she out of Elmer’s Nan, 
by Brook’s Bismarck; Nan out of Massey’s Tip by Gatzman’s Jim; 
also a fine setter out of Juno by Buster. Juno out of Fitzgerald's 
s^^^l^oo by Wells’ Sport. 

'The Glldersleeve setters, taking their name from the old bitch, 
are as a rule orange and white, lemon and white, or orange roan, 
in color, and possess excellent nose and great endurance. Inten¬ 
sified apparently In proportion to tbe amount of old Tip blood 
they bear; this abows Itself in a marked manner In Buster’s get 
out of bitches of the two other braoches. Id form they are 
varied, evidently caused by “a throwing back” to Gatzman’s 
Jim, Bismarck and Wells’ Sport blood. 

Old Tip may have been bred many times, but no record has 
been made of It or of her offspring by other unions; the same can 
be said of both her daughter—the Bonwell bitch and her grand¬ 
daughters Massey’s Tip and Fltzgerold’a Fashion. Mr. Thos. 
Morford has the blood of old Tip In bis Don—through a second 


Bruce out of tbe Bonwell bitch belonging to Horace Smith, who 
purchased her from Wm. Kay of Philadelphia. 

As I remarked before, the descendants of old Tip, now called 
the Glldersleeve setters, differ In form and texture of coat so 
greatly for reasous I have mentioned that I would as soon expect 
to see a flat-coated scantily-feathered dog called by the name as a 
heavily-fringed Better, with a wreath of silky hair, or one shaggy 
and rough In tbe extreme. I have every reason to believe the 
present excellent field dogs of lower Delaware have descended 
from GUdersleeve’e Tip, and If space would allow could show 
good reasous for my thinking so. She appears to have Imparted 
toller descendanta in a great degree her wonderful scenting and 
staying powers and tracUblllty of disposition. Having stated 
when and how these dogs derived their name, aud giving a brief 
hlalory of their origin, I would remark, In the case with the 
Gildersleeves there was no Moll and Ponto to start with as In the 
Laverocks. Old Tip was the primogenitor, and different blood 
was used to make up what has been termed a breed lo honor of 
the old bitch. Qomo. 

Burges oil Kit Kflllilrd’s Letter.

Editor Cbicaqo Firld;— In answering very briefly Kit Kill- 
bird’s letter of some weeks since, your readers need not fear 
that 1 shall serve them up a rehash of the slang and profanity 
with which that gentleman has garnished his effusions.

tions we have quails, snipes, woodcocks and ruffed grouse, all dls 
similar In their bablta, so that a dog, to do good work on all, must 
be broken In such manner that he will be able to cope with the 
most wily, as well as those less difficult to hunt." 1 then (hav¬ 
ing ever in view this mixed shooting) go on to show that the 
ruffed groustv being the wildest and hardest bird for a dog to 
point, la, therefore, the very best to break on. To ignore niy 
Introduction, and carefully to cull from the above article, and 
another not writteu with reference to such shooting, sentences 
that claah and contradict eacli other, waa an act well worthy of 
80 unfair and ungenerous a writer as Kit Klllblrd has ever shown 
himself to be. Dispassionately read and reviewed In the light of 
tbe shooting and localities for which each article was evidently 
written, I do not fear your readers geuerully will convict me of 
serious Inconsistency, so that I can afford to puss without further 
comment to another of Kit Killblrd’s brilliant points, viz., where 
he says; “ I now ask him for D1 which be handled and ruined, 
and the gun-shy *purp’ which he broke with a spike collar,” 

I reply, I did not ruin Dl, I broke her to charge lo word and 
hand, to quarter her ground and retrieve tenderly and well. AH 
Ibis I did, (as I always do,) before taking her Into the field; 
when I entered her on game, I found she would not point or 
show the slightest Interest in birds, and after repeated trials I 
gave her up us lacking in field quality. Di was at my kennel 
last year, to be bred to one of my doge, and would then do all 
I bad taught her, so that her training had not escaped her mem¬ 
ory, In the Interval of over a year, since I parted with her. I 
can break a dog to work. It be has natural working qualities, but, 

I leave to such genuises as Kit Klllblrd tbe task of making and 
breaking tosupply a deficiency in that Instinct, without which a dog 
has always been regarded as worthless. 

Kit Klllblrd asks for my failures with Rufus, " after It was 
known be bad gone to school,” and again. In a late letter, abus¬ 
ing Mr. Von Culiu, be refers to his place as tbe one where Rufus 
graduated with such honor. All that the gentleman knows about 
this dog, that he has never seen, Is deduced from my statemeut 
after the New York show of 1877, that I had made an arrange, 
ment with Mr. Von Culin, to take Rufus and break him. as my 
health was too poor for me to give him the necessary work. 
Upon this foundation, and without pausing to 11 nd out whether 
I carried my plan Into execution, Kit Klllblrd frames his argu¬ 
ments against me and against the spike collar, which bis own 
letters show he derides without having ever given It a fair trial. 

I would say that I did not send Rufus to Mr. Von CuHn, that 
the dug has never been an hour out of my possession since I 
bought him; that be never bad a spike collar on bis neck but 
once, aud that was to cure him of shot breaking, which It did 
moat effectually, and finally, that so far from being a failure, 
Rufus Is a fast, stylish, keen-nosed, staunch dog. In the field. 

I do not claim that he Is under absolute command or finely broj 
ken, as I have been too unwell to handle aud break so naturally 
wild and headstrong a dog as be is, especially, as he was nearly 
three years old when I got him, and consequently, self-willed and 
obstinate, as all such doge arc. Whatever be lacks, Is the fault 
of my Ill-health, and not due to failure of the spike collar, 
which, except ss I have mentioned, be has never worn. Thus 
another prop la pulled from beneath Kit Killblrd’s flimsy struc¬ 
ture. And here I will leave him forever, simply pausing to remark 
as he advises me to quit writing, I will certainly do so when plain 
everyday English falls me, and I have to descend into tbe hack 
slums to find terms fit to convey my meaning.

A Remedy for Fleas. —Louisville, Ky.— Editor Chicago FM: 
—I notice In the last number of your very valuable paper, acom- 
muDlcatlon, and answer to J. B. 1*.—North .\ttleboro. “Will 
you tell me what I can do to get my dogs clear of Hess. I have 
tried Watts’ flea soap and Ballard’s Ilea powder, and they only 
seem to make the fleas mote lively. Tbe dogs are covered with 
them.” Ans.—Either of the above remedies are good, and 
will kill all the fleas on tbe dogs, but that Is only tbe beginning; 
next, and of greater Importance, Is to exterminate tbe fleas In 
tbe kennel, where tbe dog sleeps. The killing of tbe fleas on the 
dog will end with one or two applications of either of the above 
mentioned remedies. To rid the kennel of the fleas, scald It out 
thoroughly, then put Into a large water bucket half pint of crude 
carbolic acid, flll the bucket with hot water, stir the mixture well. 
Take an old broom handle and tie securely to one end s largo 
coarse common sponge, dip tbe sponge Into the mixture, and apply 
throughly to all parts of the kennel. It will be well to drench 
tbe kennel every two weeks during very hot weather. It not 
only kills, and keeps away the fleas, but disinfects tbe kennel, 
making it healthier and pleasanter for tbe dogs, keeps the kennel 
well ventllateil during hot weather, after using csKboHc acid, as 
the fumes In a hot, close room might sicken the dogs, especially 
puppies. Fresh air would soon revive them. Cosl oil la also 
very good, (and can be applied tbe same way.) Fleas don’t like 
it, and a kennel can be kept free of fleas by using It freely. If 
dog fanciers would take the trouble, or have boys gather a quan¬ 


tity of penneyroyal during the summer or early fall, and preserve 
It until flea time arrived, then use It for a bedding; also, put 
about half a pound to two gallons of water, boll well for half an 
hour, then have the dog washed with the tea; the fleas will dis¬ 
appear. __ Kentucky. 

A Bitcb Eatino Puppies.— Delaware City, Del.—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field:—lu the CniCAOo Field I notice an account of a 
bitch eating another bitch’s pupa. Some two months ago I 
placed three Irish setter whelps with a foster mother, a native 
setter, belonging to Mr. Albert Shears, of this place. She took tbe 
best of care of them for three weeks when she mangled one of 
them so badly that It died; she then took another and lay with It 
between her paws, and deliberately cat It, commencing wlUi the 
bind legs, and had eaten It as far as the shoulders when Mr 
Shears found her In the act. These whelps were two weeks old 
when given to her, and about live weeks old when she killed 
them; they were largo and fat. I have often known bitches to 
cat the whelpa at birth; when they do so it Is generally accidental • 
they bite through the pup in trying to sever the cord, and then 
eat it as they do the placenta. In a long and exhaustive labor the 
bitch becomes nervous, and la not so careful as she otherwise

THE EMTItlES EOIl THE FIELD TRIALS. 


St. Pai l, Min.n., Ski’t. 7th, 1878. 

To-night has ended u week of glory for St. I’uul. The Pair 
liiis been »n lininense sueee.ss, and brought into the elty a crowd, 
eiicli as St. Paul liaa never had i.i It before. On rueaday and 
tVedneaflay the atte.inlanee waa estimated at 3U,U0li eaeb day, and 
on Thursday, the day President Mayes was present, over .'>0,01)0. 
A fact worthy of note, there was not a single Instauee of disor¬ 
derly eoii.liiet. 

For the niunageinent of the track we can't say much. The 
judges seemed to be either Ineompeteiit or i-areless in the dis¬ 
charge of their duties, lii one of the ruiiiiiiig racea tu which there 
were six entries, two eame up and were started, and after they 
liiils^d the race It was diseovered that there were four more to 
start. The seud-ofTs were had; in one particular instance the 
liorses came up hea.l and head, a t)etter npportunity to start we 
never saw, but tliey wore called hai k, and the next time when 
one was a length (sulky as well) ahead they were sent off. The 
delays were very tiresome—too much time being wasted between 
races. We would suggest to the managers next time to select 
judges that either underslaml their business or will attend to It. 

Neither Karus nor Eilwiu Forrest made very gcajd time, as the 
track is uot a good one, the curves being too sharp—a diffleulty, 
however, easily remedied, which we would advise before the next 
ineeting. Whilst on the subject of the track. It Is proper to 
draw the atteutlon of the Assucialiou to the fact I hat a stand 
for reporters is supposed to be for their exclusive beneill, aud not 
for a lot of hoys. Dally the reporters had to content themselves 
with wbatev€fr nook or corner they could crowd themselves Into, 
while seated on the table, which was supposed to he for their 
use, were a lot of boys, from 7 to twelve years old, whose jab- 
berlug and kicking of heels as they turned to watch the horses 
round the track, brought down the silent blessings on the fathers 
who did not know better than to saertflee the reporters tor the 
comfort and pleasure of their sous. 

To go lutu a description of the various attractions of the fair 
In sufficient length tu do the subject justice, would occupy more 
of both time and spare than we can give to It. Suffice it to say 
that the live stock, agricultural and mechanical exhibits were 
very fine. 

THE DOG SHOW 

was an Immense success. Although the dogs entered, and those 
on exhibition, numbered uii'y 225, yet the show ranks among one 
of the best held. What it lacked 111 numbers It made up for in 
((Uallty, as will be seen by a perusal of the list of entries. 
Among which will be found several of the cracks. 

Not only In the dugs docs it deserve special commendation, but 
also In the appuintineiits and general mauagemeul, which adds 
another feather to Mr. Lliieulu’s plume, for he has worked inde- 
fatigahly to make the show what it was, ably assisted by Mr. 
Beaupre, the president, Mr. Tliiiherlake the aecretary, Mr. 
Davis, Mr. Zimmeriiian and Mr. Dllley, of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, together with the other menibcrs of the Mionesota Ken¬ 
nel Club. 

The stalls were very handsomely decorated by several of the 
ladies—the wivesot the niemhers of the Kennel Club,—which ad¬ 
ded much to the picturcs>|uunuss of the show. 

The hullUliig Itself was an excellent one, roomy, with ventila¬ 
tion which could uot have been betterj consequently, with the 
cleanliness observed, there was not the doggy smell too often 
prominently perceptible at dug shows. 

The food was the best we have ever seen at a show. Arrange¬ 
ments bad been made with the hotels for ths scraps, of which the 
large number of visitors produced a plentiful supply, so that the 
dogs lacked neither In quality nor ijuantity the very best. 

Up to Thursday uighl the weather was clear and slightly bor¬ 
dering on hot, but a ruin towards Friday muruing produced a 
change, making it quite cnmforta))|e. 

Although held in the fair ground^ and partof the falr,there was 
an extra charge made to see the dogs. The visitors numbered 15,000, 
which is a nut fui Colonel King, of Minneapolis, k> crack. It 
must be understood that hetweeu Mluneupolls and St. Paul there 
Is a great rivalry, which Is Induced In a great measure by being 
so close to each other, the distauce being only eleven miles. The 
State Fair here and an opposition fair at Minneapolis on the eame 
days but tnteiisided the feeling of rivalry. Colonel King bad, 
however, omitted a dog show as one of his attractions, and so 
burlesqued the St. Paul show by having two stuffed curs put 
under a tcut and labeled “Our dog show." But, Colonel, as the 
St. Paul show drew 15,000 people, the adage “Let him laugh who 
wins,” is appropriate, and the laugh Is decidedly on you. Live 
thoroughbreds draw a paying crowd; stuffed curs draw only a 
laugh auil the joke on the would-be joker. 

The judging was done on the outside of the building In which 
the show was held In a ring, covered with cauvss. The re¬ 
porters were not forgotten, but comfortable seats were pro¬ 
vided on one side of the ring, so that they could see and note 
all they wished. Mr. Davidson judged, and, taken all In all, we 
think Is the best judging be has ever done. To say that all were 
satisfied, would he perhaps going too far, but we know of but one 
instance In which there was dissatisfaction expressed. The judg¬ 


ing commenced at 3 o’clock ou Tuesday, and was completed early 
ill the day on Wednesday. Mr. Lincoln acted on our suggestion 
made In our report of the Baltimore ehow, and so soon as a dog was 
awarded a prize ho tied the ribbon (the Insignia of the rank of 
bis prize) around bis collar, and gave the attendant a duplicate 
to nail up Immeillately on his stall. 

THE DOGS. 

As many of the dogs are well knowu to the readers of the Chi- 
CAUO Field, either by having lieen seen or by repeated deecrlp- 
tloiis of them In these columns, it Is not necessary to describe 
them. They were generally In good coodltlou; of course not In 
the condition they would be at a Winter or Spring show, but re¬ 
markably good for the season of the year, espeeially as some of 
Iheiii were brought In from the field, where they had been bunt¬ 
ing, and put on the beueli. 

Champion Imported English setter dogs (a free-for-all class) 
were a capital lot, and was won by Mr. Waller's Jack. Mr. Hen¬ 
ry Shipman's Joe was in the class, but on Bxbibitlou only. Joe 
Is not the spruce young buck he was when Mr. Shipman gave 
Mr. Theialore Morford thlB) for him, but Is beginning to show 
age and the effect of the hard field work he has done. Still, how¬ 
ever, be Is a handsome dog, and yet able to snatch the ribbon 
from many a junior. HU black eyes shine as brilliantly as ever, 
and looking at him. It can be readily seen “ there Is life In the 
old dog yet." Mr. Shipman naturally regrets that Father Time 
reB)>ects uo more a valued dog like Joe than he does the asli-har- 
rel mongrel, and that soon be must find another dog to fill hU 
place. Tills, Mr. Shipman says. Is ills last season,— not but what 
there U much of the vim of youth in him yet, but fur the assocl- 
alloiia and pleasures of the past he retires him, that hU days may 
be prolonged, and that the veteran might pass the remainder of 
Ibeiii In that case and comfort which he has so richly earned. 
Mr. Timberlake’s Grand Duke, a sou of Carlowitz, much resem¬ 
bles Royal Duke, and U a very handsome dog. Mr. Whitman’s 
Clipper, a black aud white ticked with tan, is also a good looking 
dug. Both Grand Duke and Clipper got a V. H. C. Mr. 0111- 
nmii’s Beppo, a white and orange, got an H. C. He Is hut a pup¬ 
py, with a fair head, but rather too throaty. 

Cliainpiun English setter bitches, another free-for-all, was a 
small class, but a good one. Mr. Whitman's Maggie May won 
the pride of place, ami well she deserved It. She Is a blue bel- 
ton, beautifully and evenly marked, with tan jaws and tan over 
eyes. Her head is very fine, her ears well put on, set well down, 
and lying fiat, no cock iu them being perceptible. With a lean 
neck, good chest, and shoulders well rlhb^ up, good quarters 
and good feet, she is a very handsome bitch—added to all which 
she has an immense deal of ((uality. She is hut 14 months old, 
and Is by Rob Roy out of Daisy. If she Improves, as she should, 
on her puppy form, she will be a dangerous bitch bye and bye. 
Mr. Tlmberlake's Lady Cyprus, sister to Grand Duke, a very 
pretty black and white ticked hitch gut a V. H. C., which she 
well deaervetl, sod Mr. Herbert Preston's Naomi, a white hitch 
with chestnut colored ears, got an H.C. Anything bordering on 
liver is so much disliked and ranks so low at shows, that Naomi 
lost a V. at least by her color. 

Imported English setter dugs had but three entries for compe¬ 
tition. Mr. Whitman’s Clipper, Mr. Tltnhcrlakc’s Grand Duke 
and .Mr. Glllinan's Beppo. See list of awards. 

Imported English setter bitches was a good class. Mr. Whit¬ 
man’s Moggie May was beaten for first place by her sister Milly, 
hut Dotwilhstandlng Milly is a very handsome bitch, we can’t 
exactly see how, for we are perfectly satisfied that were Mr. 
Davidson offered the choice between the two, ho would not he 
long deciding iu favor of Maggie May. Moreover, we don’t think 
Mr. Whitman would exchange Maggie May for Milly, and we 
think Mr. Waddlngton would exchange Milly for Maggie May 
very quickly. Hence, wlty Milly should beat Maggie May, we 
have not been able to discover, although we took great trouble to 
examiue them. Daisy, the dam of Maggie May and Milly, 
although heavy In whelp and beaten by her daughters, yet pre¬ 
serves well her good points. 

Imported English setter puppy class was won by Mr. Morgan’s 
Flora, a very bandsurne orange and white bitch, a daughter of 
Whitman’s Laverack dog Charm out of Nanny. Mr. Wadding- 
Ion’s Lilly White, a very handsome lemon and white, by Rattler, 
out of Daisy, ran her very close, but dropped Into second place. 
Mr. Carl Norbeck's Victory by Royal Duke, out of Gift, got a 
V. H. C. 

Champion native setter dogs and hitches—a free for all— 
were small In numbers and comprised in the dog class those mcn- 
tioued before Iu other classes and In the bitch class, what might 
be termed ’’doublc-enders,” the progeny of imported dogs which 
cau go into both classes, native and imported. We, however, 
question, whether it was Intended In the rules that a dog should 
enter iu but/i classes. That the natives may go Into the Imported 
or native classes, was Intended, but Into both, in the same show, 
we think is a broader construction of the rule tbau was Intended. 
These “double-eiider" Imported dogs, wo think, should In the 
future be restricted to one class. It Is giving too great a latitude 
to our dugs. And whilst In the grumbling spirit, we must again 
protest against the ridiculous classiflcatlou of making Champion 
classes free for alls. It Is all bosh. Here wo have Champion, 
•Maggie May—Champion of imported and Champion of native 
classce, and yet second In the open class—the class in which she 
should win her right to compete In the Champion class. She Is a 
“double.ender“ champion, while her sister, who heat her In the 
only class she met her is Champion In nothing. Sou list of awards. 

Native English setter dogs was a very go^ class, and was won 
by Mr. Whitman's “double-ender” Clipper, son of Rob Roy and 
Daisy. Grand Duke second. For V. H. C.’s and H. C.’s see list 
of awards. 

Native English setter bitches bad three entries, a'ld first and 
second places were won by the “double-onders” Milly and 
Maggie May, winners of the Imported English setter bitch class. 
Lady Cyprus got a V. U. C. 

Native English setter puppy class was a very good one. Tem¬ 
pest, the winner of first prize, we liked very much. 

Champion Irleh setter doge brought together Klcho’s two sons, 
Berkley and Race, but the son of Loo H. was awarded the pride 
of place. While Berkley was not in the superb condition as at 
St. Louis, yet be was looking well, and has wonderfully Improved, 
haviug filled up where he was slack, aud Is uow a worthy succes¬ 
sor to his Illustrious father. Race has also Improved since we 
last saw him on the bench, and was In a very fair show form. 

Champion Irish setter bitches was a very fine class. Duck, 
the winner, was In the very worst of show condition, but her 
splendid form carried her to the front. 

Imported Irish setter dogs had two entries, Morgan’s Bob and 
Erin 11. Bob won first and Erin II. second. Erin II. Is by Erin 
(dead) out of Whitford’s Erin, and Is a dog of good promise. He 
Is said to Inherit the good field qualities of his sire. 

Imported Irish setter bitches was a very flue class and was won 
by Waller’s Fanny Fern, with Morgan's Red Rival second. Red 
Rival Is a very handsome bltcb; unfortunately she shows a little 
too much of the Gordon, of which she Is a quarter, for an Irish 
setter class. Mr. John Pfisters’ recently Imported Fannie la a 
very handsome bltcb and fully deserved the V.H.C. she got. She 
la quite young and when in her more mature form will be very 
fine. Mr. Stoddard’s Friend was not looking well, having lost 


all her feather. She got an H.C., and Mr. Stiles’ Nellie got a C 

Imported Irish setter puppies were good, especially the first 
and second, J. White Sprong’a Fleta and Smuggler. 

Native Irish setter dogs were fair and the native Irish setter 
bitches were good. See list of awards. 

Native Irish setter puppies were good, especially the first and 
second. Mr. Beaupre's Nellie, the winner of second, a daughter 
of Rauger aud Mulllken’s Nell, Is a very handsome young bitch. 

Champion Gordon setter dogs wae won by Mr Melller’s Knight! 
Mr. Rushmore’s St. Laurent was absent. 

Champion Gordon setter bitches had but one entry, JMelller’s 
Nell, a very handsome bitch. 

Gordon setter dogs, with the exception of the winners, was not 
a very good class. 

Gordou setter bitches bad two good ones, Melller's Nell and 
Mullikou's Minx, winner of first and second. 

Gordon setter puppies had two entries, but Mr. Mulllken’s 
Beauty was absent. Her brother. The Earl, belonging to Mr. 
TImberlake, was awarded the first prize, and Is a go^ looking 
puppy. 

Champion pointer dogs were a very fine close. Including Bow 
Dllley’s Ranger and Snap Shot. Bow was awarded the pride of 
place.

Champion pointer bitches were as a class equally os good as the 
dogs. The St. Louis Kennel Cluh’e Clytle, a very liaudsome 
lemon aud white, a daughter of Sensation and Lilly, went to the 
frout closely pressed by Dllley’s Countess Royal, sister to his 
Ranger. 

Pointer dogs and bitches over 50 ihs. wore a good lot. 

Pointer dogs under 50 lbs. were a good lot; and pointer 
bitches of eame weight were an exceedingly good lot. In the 
bitch class, Dllley’s Fleet, a daughter of Ranger, winner of first 
prize III the puppy class at the 1877, New York show, although 
with a Utter of puppies, yet deservedly won first. Cundy’s 
Prairie Queen, u handsome bitch, won second. 

Pointer puppies were a good lot. Mr. Powers’ Rattler, a son 
of Ranger and Dolly, the winner of first, Is a very liaudsome pup¬ 
py. Zimmerman’s Cute by Dilley's Ranger out of Zlninierman’s 
Miiiuetonka, was a good secuiul. 

English retrievers were as poor a class as small; the only en¬ 
try, Ware’s Uwatoniia, a wavy-coated specimen, was poor.

Bull doqs —Olcott’s Jerry, the first prize winner, is a good 
one.

We have jnet received from tbe pabllebers, tbe sixth revised edition 
of tbe "Wingate's Rifle Practice.'* 

In England, and on the Burnpean contiosnt. the scisnllfic study of 
tbe theories of rifle practice, have long been pursued; aud it has been 
found that the ignorant and ioexoerlenced can learn a great deal, and 
go a long way toward being skllfnl marksmen, without firing a shot. 
^ lake advantage of tble fact, tbe European armies have long been 
using a "mannaf for rifle practice." which has minute ibsirnctlona 
for the acquiring of a thoroogh knowledge of the arm used, its mechan¬ 
ism and powers; the best means of using It, and reducing tbe whole 
to a series of systematic drills. We had nothing uf thin sort lu our 
land, and onr regular troops and volunteer forces were far behind, lu 
efficiency, tbe excellent wespooe thev have In band. General Oen. W. 
Wingate, of New York, early recognlEed this want nf system In the 
most essential part of a modern soldier's education.and set about alle¬ 
viating the evil by publlebiBg a "manual for rifle practice.*' Tbat bis 
early work was not as thoroogh as it might have been, Is evident from 
the great Improvemeota shown in each of the succeeding editions of 


the work, till now, in He sixth edition, it is a very fall and complete 
work. The present edition has been most carefully revised, and to a 
great extent, re-written, and is a through musketry Instructor. No offi¬ 
cer In our volunteer army can do his duly towards hie position or his 
subord^ates. who does not obtain Ibis work, and master its contents 
Skill with the weapon la as essential to the soldier as life itself, for, by 
his skill be may be called upon to defend life. Skill can not be 
obtained by mere practice; for pracUce can but perfect the knowledge 
acquired by study and drill. Gen. Wlngatu gives us the theory thor¬ 
oughly systematized, so that he who reaas may know. 

Since its first Issue, the manual has been used as a text book for tbe 
liiaiructlon of the Nuiioual Guards, of New York state: aud It has 
also been introduced for the same purpose, into our navy, and been 
adopted by the volunteer forces of many alatee, which are now paying 
increased attention to the instruction of ibeir soldiers. We feel aure 
that no corps can make rapid and steady advance in rifle practice, 
without being Iboroughly Instructed in the fint principles laid down 
111 "Wingate's Rifle Fracilco." 

Selection or tbe American 7'Roi'ti y Team.— The committee on tbe 
selection of the American Team for 1878, of the National Rifle Assocl- 
alioD, was guided in its selection by the origiual circular, which said 
tbat. " Upon the concliielou of the coiopclltions six members of the 
team shall be decided upon by selecting in the order of ineril, as shown 
aggregating the best three of their scores in these compallltons, tbe 
highest aggregate taking the first place, and so oo until tbe required 
number he obtained." The committee of three and the six men pre¬ 
viously ebusen, frball, by a Joint majority vote, elect the other two 
members of the team, being authorized. If In their jiidgmenLthey deem 
it necessary, to make their seleotlou from among riflemen "of known 
skill, who may not have shot in all or any of the competUions " MaJ. 
Henry Fulton baa reported the result of the compelitloDH for places on 
the team. The highest aggregate Bc«*re« made in three competitions 
were as followe, tfttch corapetion representing two days: W.H. Jack- 
son. 1260: K. Rathbone. 1857: C. E. Dwight, 12)6; J. .S. Biiiuuer. 1229; 
J. F. Brown, 1229: H. F. Clark. 1227; W. Qarrisb, 1201; H. T. Rockwell, 
1182. These are the highest aggregates reported to the committee, and 
the gentlomeii making them will probably constitute the team. Com¬ 
petition with a foreign team for "Tbe Trophy" is not expected this 
year, but tbe team will place Its score on record.
